‘The most valuable assets of & 
successful drivirig instructor are 
a quick brain, unlimited’ patience, 
and a tralned capacity for read- 
ing “pupils* thoughts, This last 
can be gained only by experience, 
with a wide variety of pupils, for 
tew of them: think exactly alike. 

I .consider that the . first and 
most important thing is to make

pointing out that traffic and pe- 
destriais, perhaps without belng 
conscious of it; do usually give

‘tions, Pedestrians move towards 
the kerb:or incline “the body to-.

duly occur ‘to the mind of the ‘ex-

Canton Doctor’s 
- Advice ‘ 


(From Our Special tal Cvecerbondeail 
Canton, June 18. 

An, interesting snti-choleru’ talk 
was delivered this morning by 
Dr. Ho Chi Qhang, Com- 
missioner of Public Health; 
at .the weekly memorial  ser- 
yice held at -the . Canton 
“Municipal Government: 

After giving the warning that a 
fatal case of cholera occurred last 
‘week in Honam syburb, Dr. Ho 
sald that free it.oculation has. been 
given hy. various hospitals in the 
clty since June 1, ‘The ‘health 
official sald; that a: person -having 
contracted cholera may die after a 
few hours’. iliness, recalling the 
dreadful outbreak an Canton two 
years ago. 

“The Municipal Savin of Pub-. 
Uc Health “is distributing antt- 
‘cholera fluid free of charge,” Dr. 
Ho announced. “By putting a few 
drops in the water, the~ cholera 
bacteria can be - wiped” out. This 
Medicine is particularly useful to 
Honam residents, who have to-de- 
pend.on water from. the Pear! 
River dnd wells. * : 

“Another sure preventive {5 not 
to take cold food and drink: “The, 
cholera’ germs can live in cold pot- 
ables or. edibles. 
must be boiled, because the ‘Berns 
die fa the heat.” 

The speaker said that to iprevalit 
the cholera epidemic, the police 
authorities have been instructed 
to exercise strict supervision of 
the sale.of ice-cream and -cold 
drinks. He added that the Muni-’ 
clpal Buresu of ‘Public. Health’ wil! 
‘establish an, office to inspect. food- 
stuffs and medicitie as a’ means to 
eliminate. quack and unwholesome 
products, 

Dr. Ho believes that dt would 
be too expensive for the munic!- 
pal government ‘to eliminate 
Tats, files, mosquitoes etc. but 


this can be’ done by individual’, 


households, pointing out that. these 
animals and-insects are carriers 
of contagious diseases.
